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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: concerning the first argument, Kamiya in 
combination with Kodama and Hollenberg teaches the dockirig station mattable to a computer module station including a navigation 
sensor (refer to the claim 1 in 35 USC 103 in the final rejection). Concerning the second argument, Komada teaches the removable 
navigation sensor with a removable module (para 0006, 001 1 , 0029). The applicant fails to identify the difference between the removable 
sensor taugh in the combined teaching of Kamiya and Kodama. Concerning the third argument, the removable inertial sensor is the 
acceleration sensor in para 001 1 of Kodama. Hollenberg just teaches the docking station 40 (fig.7) as pointed in details in claim 1 . 
Concerning motivation to combine references, the combined references of Kamiya teaches removable navigation unit 2 (fig.1), and 
Kodama teaches a removable navigation sensor (para 001 1 ) t including the removable navigation sensor of Kodama to the module of 
Kamiya would have been obvious. With respect to claim 3, Kamiya teaches that including the GPS receiver unit as a part of a removable 
module would have been known (fig.30; col.1 , lines 14-23), further, Kodama suggests including the GPS receiver in the same computer 
module (para 001 1-0012), making the computer module as removable would have been obvious in view of the combine teaching of 
Kamiya and Kodama. With respect to claim 22, Avitan teaches including several set of data for use in several vehicle (col.3, lines 51-52; 
59-64), storing the type of data such as position data in the memory of Avitan as needed for special application would have been obvious 
matter of design choice. Claim 29 depend on claims 23-28, therefore further limit all limitations stated in cliams 23-28. The applied 
references for claims 23-28 have been clearly discussed in cliams 23-28. 
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
